REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "...wherein said predetermined period of time does not exceed in 
magnitude an arc-rotation by said first object when said first object is proximate said 
infant and wherein said arc-rotation is obtained by dividing 360 degrees of arc by a total 
number of objects in said plurality of objects... means for providing an audio program 
wherein said means for providing an audio program includes providing an audible sound 
sufficient to be heard by said infant, and wherein said audible sound includes an audible 
reference that identifies said first object during the time that said first object is disposed 
proximate said infant and while said first object is disposed within said arc-rotation" are 
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not anticipated or made obvious over the prior art in the examiners opinion. For 
example, Fearon teaches a synchronized infant mobile which rotates in response to 
audible characteristics (col. 3, lines 5-7) containing at least one object (elements 50), a 
means for supporting at least one object (figure 1 ), a means for presenting an object to 
an infant in a continuous and automatic circular motion (motor 30), a means for 
providing an audio program (col. 2, lines 36-41), a plurality of distinct objects (fig. 1, 
elements 50), an audible sound including an audible reference (col. 2, lines 36-41), a 
means adapted for changing a plurality of objects (fig. 1 , elements 55). Reynolds 
teaches a mobile which synchronizes audible sounds with predetermined distinct 
collectibles/objects (col. 2, lines 30-34). Baik also teaches a mobile which synchronizes 
audible sounds with predetermined objects (page 3, paragraph [0013]). However, prior 
art of record fails to teach or disclose synchronization in a moveable mobile where the 
mobile provides an audible sound that identifies an object while the object is in the 
specific arc rotation as stated above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
